As a Man Thinketh 


Our opinions of ourselves are sel- 
dom correct: often too high, occasionally 
too low, always nearsighted. In the 
Knox Church (Toronto) Bulletin for 
October is this keen thrust: “It is not 
what a man thinks he is, but what a 
man thinks, he is.” An interesting study 
in punctuation and psychology! It is 
more than psychology, for it is based on 
Proverbs 23:7, “For as he thinketh in his 
heart, so is he,” and: confirmed by many 
of our Lord’s words iff the Gospels. — It 
is a thought-pravoking- ‘aphorism, one 
that should cause us to re-examine our 
habits of thinking. Do we give enough 
thought to thanksgiving and praise? Are 
‘we obeying Paul’s exhortation, after his 
list of lovely things (Phil, 4:8), to “think 
‘on-these things’? : 





Always Confident 


How do we face death? Most Chris- 
tians would say, “Oh, I have no fear of 
death, for I have already received eter- 
nal life through faith in Christ.” Such 
faith is firmly grounded on the infallible 
and unchangeable Word of God. But, 
to make it personal, if a physician should 
tell me today that I had six months, or 
a few weeks, or days, or hours to live, 
how would I take the news? Would I 
acquiesce calmly in God’s will, and spend 
the short remainder of my life in praise 
and thanksgiving for His mercy, in be- 
seeching others to trust in Christ, and in 
happy contemplation of the glories of 
Heaven and the prospect of being in His 
presence? The Apostle Paul, whose life 
was often in danger, has a comforting 
word for all of us: “Therefore we are 
always confident, knowing that, whilst 
we are at home in the body, we are 
absent from the Lord: (for we walk by 
faith, not by sight:) we are confident, 
I say, and willing rather to be absent 
from the body, and to be present with 


the Lord” (2 Cor. 5:6-8). This is a well- 
known passage, included in the portion 
of his letter in which he was speaking 
of the “house not made with hands, eter- 
nal in the heavens.” But have we 
grasped its full significance? ‘These are 
living words, inspired of God, as true 
today as when they were written, which 
will enable us to live and work cheer- 
fully if we appropriate them by faith. 
However good this life may be, yet there 
is something better ahead for every be- 
liever, for as long as we are here we 
cannot see Him, and we are not in His 
presence in the physical sense. But 
whenever He calls us Home, in that same 
moment we shall stand in the presence 
of our Redeemer, with all the trials of 
life things of the past. We need have 
no misgivings whatever as to the length 
of our life, for “my times are in thy 
hands,” With this sure Word of the liv- 
ing God to strengthen our inner man, we 
may say with Paul: “Wherefore we 
labour, that, whether present or absent, 
we may be accepted of him” (2 Cor. 
5:9). 


The Guardianship of God 


of strain, the noble words of the 

One Hundred and Twenty-first 
Psalm are often read or sung. It is a 
Psalm of God’s guardian care. The key 
word is “keep,” and it celebrates the glo- 
rious fact that the Lord is the Keeper 
of His people. 


“From every evil shall He keep thy soul, 
From every sin: 
Jehovah shall preserve thy going out, 
Thy coming in.

soul.” And the next verse views this 
guardian care of God as a constant ex- 
perience. “The Lord shall preserve thy 
going out and thy coming in from this 
time forth, and even for evermore.” 


But is it true? Are people continually 
kept from all evil? Are we not all liable 
to accident and disease, to sorrow, dis- 
appointment, bereavement, or calamity? 
Is there really such a thing as so constant 
a guardianship of God over people that 
they are preserved from all evil? 

Well, first, we must note that this is a 
promise for God’s pilgrims. It seems to 
be a song of a pilgrim making his way 
to Jerusalem for one of the great re- 
ligious gatherings there. Such a journey 
was fraught with peril. But as the pil- 
grim drew nigh to the holy city and saw 
the hills round about it, faith and cour- 
age would rise. He would lift up his 
eyes unto the hills—the hills of the 
sacred city, the place of God’s dwelling, 
and in face of the perils of the way 
would say, “My help cometh from the 
Lord.” Danger might be near, but God, 
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too, ‘was near. His care is ever about 
His people. 

So the safe keeping here celebrated is 
not something indiscriminately given to 
everyone, godless and godly alike. God’s 
merciful care is often granted the un- 
godly, but the care here in view is His 
care over faithful souls whose life is 
a pilgrim walk with God. They shall 
have the blessed guardianship of the 
Lord amid all the evils of life. 

But how are we to interpret this as- 
surance that the godly shall be kept 
from all evil? Sometimes it is quite 
literally fulfilled, but not always. No 
doubt from many an accident, many a 
sickness, many a disaster, we have all 
been preserved by God’s angels, given 
charge over us to keep us in all our 
ways, as they are. We may believe that 
God’s people enjoy a providential care 
over their lives beyond others. At times 
that care extends to the body and to 
outward circumstances in quite remark- 
able ways, but not always. All experi- 
ence shows there are times when the 
godly fall into trouble. God’s care over 
them does not make them immune from 
all the ills of life. 

The editor of The Christian (London, 
Eng.) wrote that in Great Britain during 
the blitz, the bombs fell “with terrible 
impartiality” on godless and godly alike. 
People in saloons were killed, but so 
were people in a Bible class meeting. 
Alfred Buxton, son-in-law of the late Mr. 
C. T. Studd, and his brother, Murray 
Buxton, both faithful servants of Christ, 
died from bombs when conferring to- 
gether in the interests of foreign mis- 
sions. Christians engaged in works of 
love and mercy during air raids have 
lost their lives. 

Yet there have been notable deliver- 
ances of godly souls as well. One such 
couple, who had not used their shelter 
during many raids, decided to do so one 
bad night, and had no sooner left their 
home for the shelter than the house was 
utterly demolished, while they stood un- 
harmed. Other such cases could be 
cited, but though there are such in- 
stances of remarkable deliverance, not 
always is God’s care exercised in sparing 
life and limb. Nor does the Bible prom- 
ise us complete immunity from trouble 
and peril in this life. 

But we may be sure that God is as 
surely in the calamities He permits to 
overtake the godly, as He is in His spar- 
ing providences. His care is as certain 
in the one case as in the other. And 
this is where the second part of verse 
seven comes in. “The Lord shall pre- 
serve thee from all evil: he shall pre- 
serve thy soul.” Sometimes in body or 
in circumstance our lot may be calami- 
tous in our eyes, yet it may be for the 
good of our souls. We put much stress 
on good health and happy circumstances, 
but God puts first the well-being of our 
soul. God has eternity in view, and may 
allow temporal disaster for eternal good, 
physical illness to secure spiritual health. 
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Or it may be for the good: of others, 
rather than ourselves, that we may some- 
times come under the dark clouds of 
trouble. But God keeps His people in 
and through all, not always in well-be- 
ing of body and outward circumstance, 
but always with regard: to our highest 
welfare and that of His own cause and 
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Kingdom. In the midst-of our afflictions 
He keeps our soul. 

That. is clear from the way in which 
He sustains His tried people in their day 
of trouble. Twelve years ago a Chris- 
tian minister assumed the duties of a 
new pastorate, quickly endearing him-

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When Did the 
Age of Grace Begin? 


Last Sunday I was teaching an adult 
Bible class on the subject “Jesus and the 
Ten Commandments.” I was explaining 
that the dispensation of grace did not be- 
gin until the death and resurrection of 
Christ (not at the birth of Christ). Hence 
we find the legal aspect present in much 
of Christ’s teaching, as in Matthew 19:17, 
“If thou wilt enter into life, keep the 
commandments,” which is in direct con- 
trast with Galatians 2:21, “If righteous- 
ness is through the law, then Christ died 
for nought” (R.V.). Also Paul’s word to 
the Philippian jailer, Acts 16:31, “Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt 
be saved,” and many other like Scriptures. 

One of my scholars then brought to my 
attention Dr. H._A. Ironside’s exposition 
in the Times of September 25 (lesson for 
Oct. 10, page 767, top of second column): 
“Our Lord referred to the present time, 
which began with His coming to earth 
and has continued ever since. No more 
are men dependent on sacrifices and of- 
ferings, upon ritual observances, or 
liturgical services,” etc. 

The question therefore is: Did sacri- 
fices, etc., cease at the “cdéming” or Birth 
of Christ, or at the death of Christ? I 
always held that God ended the sacrifices 
at the death of Christ, when the veil was 
rent as a divine order to end such serv- 
ices. I am always ready to learn.—A Penn- 
sylvania reader. 


Dr. Ironside was commenting on a por- 
tion of John 4:23, “the hour cometh, and 
now is.” (The verse continues, “when 
the true worshippers shall worship the 
Father in spirit and in truth: for the 
Father seeketh such to worship him.”) 
It will be noted that his first sentence, 
correctly quoted by the Pennsylvania 
reader, had to do especially with that one 
phrase, and if this is kept in mind, there 
can be no misunderstanding as to Dr. 
Ironside’s statement. But at this point 
he was not drawing a fine line of dis- 
tinction between the birth and death of 
Christ, but rather referred to the period 
of His whole life, death, resurrection, 
and ascension in the phrase “his coming 
to earth.” Such words or phrases are 
often thus used in Scripture to cover 
long periods of time. 

It is also perfectly true, as Dr. Iron- 
side went on to say, that “no more are 
men dependent on sacrifices and offer- 
ings, upon ritual observances, or liturgi- 
cal services. But now, knowing God as 


revealed in Christ, ‘the true worshippers 
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shall worship the Father in spirit and 
in truth.’ Formalism is not worship, 
which is the outgoing of the heart to 
God in adoration, praise, and thanks- 
giving. Just as the Son of man is come 
to seek and to save the lost (Luke 19: 
10), so the Father is now seeking wor- 
shippers. He longs to find those of the 
redeemed who delight to come into His 
presence bringing the sacrifice of praise 
(Heb. 13:15).” 

Speaking generally, one may say that 
the Age of Grace began with the coming 
of Christ; but if one intends to be spe- 
cific, it must be said that it began in ~ 
its fullness only after the death of Christ, _ 
which paid.the penalty for our sin and 
opened the new way of access in God’s 
presence; and His resurrection, which is 
the proof that He is the ever-living, eter- 
nal Son of God and that the Father has 
accepted His offering for sin. 

There is not so much contrast between 
Matthew 19:17 and Galatians 2:21 as 
might appear on the surface. It is true, 
the Lord Jesus was still speaking in 
terms of the law when He said to the 
rich young ruler, “If thou wilt enter 
into life, keep the commandments.” But 
His statement was also one of those pen- 
etrating tests to which He often sub- 
jected His questioners. All who know 
their own hearts realize that they have 
not kept the law, and that therefore the 
burden of their past sin is mountainous, - 
— without even having the audacity to 
suppose that they will keep the whole 
law without one single failure in the 
future. The young ruler would have 
done well to say at this point, like the 
publican, “God be merciful to me a sin- 
ner” (Luke 18:13). But not one single hu- 
man being has ever kept the whole law. 
“As it is written, There is none right- 
eous, no, not one... For all have sin- 
ned, and come short of the glory of God” 
(Rom.. 3:10, 23). Therefore Christ did 
not die in vain, for all men need.a Sav- : 
jour. Paul’s use of the word “if’ in 
Galatians 2:21 is similar to his use of 
the same word in 1 Corinthians 15, “if 
the dead rise not... if Christ be not 
raised ... if in this life only we have 
hope in Christ...” “But the scripture 
hath concluded all under sin, that the 
promise by faith of Jesus Christ might 
be. given to them that believe” (Gal, 
3:22), 3

How God epewed Mary for Gos great honor

hills of Galilee, lived a virgin who 

was destined, by the word of the 
angel, to be “blessed .. . among women.” 
It was the cherished hope of many a 
maiden in Israel that upon her might 
be conferred the honor of being the 
mother of the long-anticipated Messiah. 
Therefore, it is no wonder that we should 
Wish to look into the life of one so 
greatly privileged, and ascertain what 
qualifications she possessed which made 
her eligible to be the mother of God 
incarnate. 

As far as we know from all existing 
records, the Virgin Mary was great only 
in this respect, that she was the chan- 
nel used by God to bring Christ .to the 
world. Many a noble woman has 
achieved greatness by deeds that have 
remained as a monument to her long 
_after she has passed from the stage of 
life. But the greatness of this woman 
of Nazareth lay in the fact that God 
found her a willing instrument, duly 
qualified to accomplish His purpose, and 
the monument to that ‘willingness was 
a cross erected on a barren knolt— the 
sword that pierced her own soul, but 
the glory of all following generations. 


That Wealth Might Hinder None 


It was fitting that He who laid aside 
the riches and glory of Heaven, and 
“was in all points tempted like as we

are,” should be born of a maiden of . 


humble station and modest means, That 
Mary was poor is evident from the fact 
that she offered a dove at the time of her 
purification, instead of the lamb offered 
by the more well-to-do. While poverty 
is-not a virtue, yet, had Christ been 
born of one of earthly wealth, the poor 
might have felt that they had no part 
in the “Son of man.” 

The fact that Mary and Joseph were 
poor did not necessarily indicate that 
they were of inferior social rank. Both 
were of the royal lineage of David, 
which was absolutely necessary in order 
to establish Christ’s right to the throne 
of David. But Mary also was related, 
probably on her mother’s side, to the 
priesthood, for Elisabeth. the wife of 
Zacharias the priest, was called by the 
angel Mary’s cousin. This would imply 
that Mary’s family must previously have 
been of higher rank, for, as Edersheim 
says, “Only with such did custom sane- 
tion any alliance on the part of. Priests.” 

The despised town of Nazareth, where 
Mary. lived, was far removed from the 
Jewish concept of a suitable place for 
the abode and early training of the Mes- 


——- 








While the choice of Mary as the 
mother of the Son of God was a 
sovereign act of God, yet the Scrip- 
tures and Jewish history give indi- 
cations of why she was well fitted 
for her exalted position. Here is an 
interesting study of Mary’s life from 
the Scriptural, Protestant point of 
view. The writer is the wife of the 
pastor of the Christian and Mission- 
ary Alliance Church in Girard, Pa. 
Together they spent some years as 
missionaries of the Alliance in Pales- 
tine and Trans-Jordan, 








siah. Yet, even this was a part of the 
divine plan. Had their Messiah been, 
as the Jews anticipated, exclusively for 
the Jewish people, then Jerusalem, the 
heart and center of Jewish religious 
thought and training, would have been 
the appropriate place. But being the 
“Son of man,” who was to be “a light 
to lighten the Gentiles,” as well as “the 
glory of thy. people Israel,” no place 
could be more fitting than Galilee, where 
Christ would mingle with those of every 
race and clime. 

Galilee, in the time of Christ, was the 
center of every known industry, and the 
busy road of the world’s commerce. A 
branch of the great caravan route lead- 
ing from Akka, on the Sea, to Damas- 
cus passed through Nazareth. Hence, 
from time to time, its quiet streets 
would be the scene of busy throngs from 
the outside world, various races and 
peoples mingling one with the other in 
the exchange of thoughts and customs. 
Thus one growing up in Nazareth would 
be acquainted with life beyond the nar- 
row confines of exclusive Judaism. 

Nazareth also was not without its re- 
ligious influence. As well as being a 
scene of busy traffic, it was one of the 
great centers of Jewish Temple life. The 
priesthood was divided into twenty-four 
courses, each of which served its turn 
in the Temple. The priests of each 
course,' when they were to be on duty, 
would meet in certain towns, and from 
there go up to Jerusalem in a company, 
while those unable to go up would spend 
the. week in fasting and prayer. As 
Nazareth was one of these towns, the 
inhabitants would be reminded from 
time to time of the sacred ministries of 
the Temple. All these influences com- 
bined to afford a well-rounded training 
for the Lord Jesus in His youth. 

But Mary possessed qualifications 
other than those connected with her 


ancestry and her native town. Jesus was 
to be brought up as any normal Jew- 
ish lad, receiving the religious training 
that surrounded the child of Jewish par- 
ents from its infancy. Even the Tal- 
mud admits that the first education of 
the child was necessarily carried on by 
the mother. The religious duties in con- 
nection with the home devolved ex- 
clusively upon her. She would instruct 
the child in Jewish national history, 
and he would become deeply impressed 
with the rites and ceremonies carried 
on in the home in connection with the 
Sabbath, and the observance of the vari- 
ous festive seasons incumbent upon all 
Jewish worshipers. Not only in story 
and precept did she instruct him, but 
the first positive teaching came from the 
lips of the mother. Therefore, she to 
whom God would entrust such a sacred 
task must, necessarily, have been a 
woman of deep faith and piety. 


Her Complete Surrender 


There remains yet another qualifica- 
tion worthy of mention. When God was 
ready to become incarnate He needed a 
human instrument. Mary’s reply to the 
angel, “Behold the handmaid of. the 
Lord; be it unto me according to thy 
word,” was the human response to the 
divine request. We are prone to think 
only of the great honor bestowed upon 
her in connection with this visit of the 
angel, and forget that the method would 
involve personal embarrassment, Mary’s 
question to the angel, “How shall this 
be, seeing I know not a man?” was not 
a question of unbelief, but merely an 
inquiry into the manner of this great 
event. The reply of the angel, “The 
Holy Ghost shall come upon thee, and 
the power of the Highest shall over- 
shadow thee: therefore also that holy 
thing which shall be born of thee shail 
be called the Son of God,” revealed that 
the procedure would not be according 
to the regular course of nature. Mary 
was betrothed, and no doubt thoughts 
were passing through her mind as. to 
how this might affect her relationship 
with Joseph; yet her reply was, “Behold 
the handmaid of the Lord; be it urto 
me according to thy word.” 

According to Jewish custom, the be- 
trothal was far more binding than the 
engagement of our day. A regular cere- 
mony was performed, and the relation- 
ship of the couple was considered as 
sacred as though they were married. 
Any breach of it would be considered 
adultery, and the union could only be 
dissolved by divorce. Yet months might 
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intervene before the actual marriage 
ceremony took place. Thus Mary must 
have realized that she would be the ob- 
ject of suspicion and reproach, not only 
in the eyes of her friends and neigh- 
bors, but especially in the mind of her 
betrothed. No doubt she told Joseph of 
the visit of the angel and his message 
to her, but could he be expected to be- 
lieve such an unlikely story as this? 
The Gospel narrative clearly states that 
Joseph held her in question, contemplat- 
ing putting her away by divorce. 

As we consider this phase of the story, 
it seems unlikely that Mary’s great joy 
was unmingled with grief. . It required 
a divine revelation to convince Joseph 
of her innocence. Then, being an honor- 
able man, he did the only right thing. 
He married her immediately, thus af- 
fording her and the unborn child both 
physical and moral protection. Only as 
his wife could Mary have taken the 
journey to Bethlehem with Joseph at 
the time of Christ’s birth. Evidently 
they went to Bethlehem with the thought 
of making it their home, glad for an 
opportunity to escape from Nazareth, 
Again a divine revelation was required 
to send them back to Nazareth after 
their return with Jesus from Egypt. 
Thus Joseph shared willingly whatever 
reproach may have fallen upon Mary. 

After she had brought her Son into 
the world, we catch but a fleeting 
glimpse of Mary from time to time. She 
recedes into the background, and He 
occupies the position of prominence, 
One thing we glean from the Gospel 
narrative, that while she -was a devoted 
mother, still she misunderstood the mis- 
sion of her Son. She shared the cur- 
rent Jewish belief that the Messiah 
would establish His throne and deliver 
Israel from the bondage of Rome. Al- 
though she knew His origin; yet, when 
the aged Simeon took the infant Jesus 
in his arms in the Temple-and- blessed 
Him, it is said that “Joseph and his 
mother marvelled at those things which 
were spoken of him.” When they found 
Him at the age of twelve in the Temple 
in Jerusalem, He said to them, “How 
is it that ye sought me? wist-ye not that 
I must be about my Father’s business?” 
Luke, speaking of Mary. and. Joseph, 
states, “And they understood not. the 
saying which he spake unto them.” Evi- 
dently His mother did not grasp. the 
fact that He was divine. .Otherwise, it 
would have been impossible for her to 
perform all the duties of a natural. and 
normal mother, for she could. not have 
felt that He needed her training as much 
as any other child. 

No doubt, during the years that in- 
tervened between the visit to thé Temple 
at the age of twelve and the beginning 
of His ministry at the age of thirty, 
there was no outward manifestation, 
other than His pure life and lofty char- 
- acter, to indicate that He was more than 
an ordinary man. .-We.‘can:well believe 
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that during these years His mother may 
have been watching for signs of the ful- 
fillment of the prophecies made con- 
cerning this Son. 

We find her present at the scene of 
His first miracle in Cana of Galilee. 
Perhaps it was just intuitively that she 
turned to Him, when she knew of the 
shortage of wine, not necessarily ex- 
pecting a miracle, but: confident that He 
might have some ‘solution. She was to 
learn that day that He could not act 
as a mere favor to her, which might 
be expected in the East. Her relation- 
ship to Him must not interfere with His 
ministry, 

Again we find her maternal concern for 
Him as, on one occasion, she stood with- 
out with His brethren, desiring to speak 
with Him. Perhaps she was disappointed 
at the turn of events in the opposition 
of the leaders of Judaisr. His only 
response to her entreaty was that He 
had higher relationships: “For whoso- 
ever shall do the will of my Father 
which is in heaven, ‘the same is my 
brother, and sister, and mother.” 

Lastly, we find her at the cross. This 
was. the climax of her sorrow and dis- 
appointment. The sword had indeed 
pierced her soul, We might well ques- 
tion, How could she bear to see the bit- 
ter end of-Him_ in whom all her hopes 
were centered? Added to the agony of 
seeing her Son die such an ignominious 
death was the memory of His unique 
birth, the message of the angel: “He 
shall be great, and shall be called the 
Son of the Highest: and the Lord God 
shall give unto him the throne of his 
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father David: and he shall reign over 
the house of Jacob for ever; and of his 
kingdom there shall be no end.” We 
wonder how she could bear. to. witness 
that sscene—yet, how could she do 
otherwise? Her mother heart would not 
allow her to leave Him in that darkest 
hour. And although He had made it 
clear that His ministry was independent 
of the closest of human ‘relationships, 
still, in His dying hour, Christ was con- 
vee of the presénce of His mother not 
far from the foot of the cross, atid He 
committed her to the tender care of him 
who was called, “the disciple whom 
Jesus loved.” 

Only once more is mention made of 
the mother of Jesus.. We have no rec- 
ord that He appeared to her. personally 
after His resurrection, again indicating 
that spiritual bonds had transcendéd all 
human relationships) But when the 
group of disciples met in that upper 
room to await the coming of the Holy 
Spirit, we find that the mother of Jesus 
was there also. Surely now the veil 
was lifted, and she understood. the mes- 
sage of the angel, the prophecy of Sim- 
eon, the miraculous life, and even the 
cruel death. She understood clearly that 
this Son was divine. And, although the 
sword had in reality pierced her soul, 
yet, because of the joy that foll6wed in 
bringing salvation to the world, she 
could never regret that she had given 
herself a glad instrument, as she replied 
to the angel, “Behold the handmaid of 
the Lord; be it unto me according to 
thy word.”

self to his people. After a few months 
came the summer vacation, from which 
he hoped to return to resume his work 
in vigor and enthusiasm. But instead, 
a lurking physical malady developed to 
serious proportions, and after preaching 
only once after his return, he took to 
his bed and in a few months life here 
was ended. 

Not long before his Home-going, he 
sent a message from his dying bed to 
his congregation. In it he said they had 
aright to say tohim: “You have spoken 
to us of comfort in the bitterness of 
sorrow. Have you found it? You have 
told us a Christian trusts God even 
though it seems as if God had turned 
into a cruel devil delighting to torture 
and wound. How have you weathered 
the storm?” Then he went on to say 
that he knew something of the awful 
bitterness that can overwhelm the sorely 
tried soul, that he dreaded to think how 
his heart had raged against God, but 
then he testified to having come. into 
“a victory so wonderful, a peace so deep 
and sure that I do not know what it is 
unless it is the peace that passeth all 
understanding.” He spoke of a happi- 
ness so wonderful that he constantly 
praised God, he spoke of death having 
lost every vestige of terror. “I cannot 
tell you,” he wrote, “the effect it had 
upon my soul’ when I realized (facing - 
death) that the Gospel is true, that it 
works. A sense of strength and confi- 
dence suffused my whole being, and my 
soul seems to be garrisoned with a 
peace undisturbed by a single doubt. I 
did not come to that easily, but now that 
I have come into possession of it, my 
heart is full of praise. The dominant 
note of my consciousness is not, ‘He 
brought me under the power of an in- 
sidious disease, blasting all my hopes,’ 
but this, ‘He brought me to the. ban- 
queting house, and his banner over me 
was love.’” 

Here is the thing of which our verse 
speaks, “He shall preserve thy soul.” 
God’s care did not ward off disease from 
this Christian minister, but it was with 
him amid disease, supporting his soul and 
giving him glorious victory. 

Yes, if we are God’s, we may be sure 
of His care. It will sometimes take the 
form of sparing us certain bodily ill and 
temporal distress, though not always. 
But supremely God will care for our 
soul, and though we walk through the 
valley of the shadow of death, in the 
darkest hour He will prove Himself our 
Keeper. 

Herein lies the cure for fear. The 
certainty and scope of God’s care over 
His people leaves no room for tyran- 
nizing fear in the Christian’s life. Fear 
has a proper place in life. It is to lead 
us to wise caution, and to trust in God.

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


N THE Old Testament, consisting of 

the Law, the Prophets, and the 

Psalms, God spoke through holy men, 
to whom He revealed something of His 
purpose, but who could not fully under- 
stand their own writings (1 Pet. 1:10-12) 
as they waited for the fulfillment of the 
promises. In the fullness of time (Gal. 
4:4) God sent His own Son into the 
world, in exact accord with the proph- 
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ecies that had gone befcze (Luke 24: 
25-27), to become the antitype of all the 
types of the Levitical and previous econ- 
omies. Now God has spoken directly in 
Him. The shadowy pictures of the old 
dispensation are no longer needed, for 
Christ Himself is the One great Reality 
of which they all spoke. Nevertheless, 
they have a very real value for the 
Christian, as showing in a remarkable 
way how the Scriptures of the Old Tes- 
tament were divinely inspired and set 


.forth in the most remarkable manner 


the counsels of God, destined to find 
their complete fruition in Christ. He 
came not to destroy the law, but to 


fulfill it, and this He has done by bear- 
ing the penalty incurred by those who 
broke that law, and enduring also the 
just judgment of God against sin, on be- 
half of those who were never under the 
law, but were just as truly sinners as 
those who were. “All have sinned, and 
come short of the glory of God” (Rom. 
3:23), and for all a Saviour has been 
provided. He is, in Himself, High Priest, 
Altar, Victim, and Mercy-seat, or propi- 
tiation. He has by His sacrifice upon: the 
cross completed the work that saves from 
judgment, and now, by His intercessory 
work, at the Father’s right hand, He sus- 
tains and meintains His people as they

pass on through this world, where they 
are exposed to temptation and tribula- 
tion. In Him they find an all-sufficient 
Saviour. 


The Historical Setting 


The lesson for today is taken from 
two Epistles. That to the Romans was 
written by Paul from Corinth, probably 
in the year A.D. 60, before he started 
on his last journey to Jerusalem, after 
which he expected to visit Rome (Acts 
19:21; Rom. 1:10, 11). The Letter to the 
Hebrews was written from Italy (chap. 
13:24). very shortly before the fulfillment 
of our Lord’s great prophecy concerning 
the destruction of Jerusalem. The early 
Church considered Paul to be the author 
and, after careful consideration of many 
other views, the present writer sees no 
reason to dissent from this position. 


Verse by Verse 


Heb. 1:1, 2.—“God ... hath... spoken 
-.. by his Son.” All the other Epistles, 
except First John, begin with the name 
of the writer. This one starts with the 
word God. He is presented as now speak- 
ing directly to men in His Son, or Son- 
wise. In the past He had given partial 
revelations of His will through prophets 
—divinely-inspired men who were 
raised up in Israel to call the people 
back to God when declension had come 
in. But now, the final message is given 
in the Son Himself, to whom. all should 
give heed. As Man, He has been ap- 
pointed by the Father to be “heir of all 
things.” It is He who is yet to rule the 
world in righteousness, according to the 
testimony of the Second Psalm (vs. 7- 
9). It was He who as the eternal Word 
created the universe and fixed the ages. 
The word here translated “worlds” re- 
fers not to planets, but to the ages or 
dispensations, which are all fitted to- 
gether in Him and are designed to re- 
veal His varied glories. 


Verse 3.—“The brightness of his glory, 
and the express image of his person.” 
Christ Jesus is the complete revelation 
of the Father. In Him we see the forth- 
shining of the divine effulgence. He is 
the exact expression of the character of 
God. In other words, God is exactly 
like the Lord Jesus Christ, for in this 
wondrous Being humanity and deity are 
inseparably linked. It is He who upholds 
the universe. When on the cross He 
made purification for sins, so that all 
who trust Him may now be purged from 
all iniquity. Having completed His re- 
demptive work, He took His seat as Man 
on the right hand of the Majesty in the 
heavens. Of no other man or angel 
could this be said. Christ alone, the 
God-Man, could claim so high a place 
in accordance with the Father’s words 
as prophesied in Psalm 110:1. 


Verse 4—“Made so much better than 
the angels.” In order to die He chose 
to become a little lower than the angels. 
But now in response to His humiliation,

He is occupying a place as the glorified 
Man far above all angels, because of 
that “more excellent name” of Son, 
which is His by right. 

Verse 5.—“Thou art my Son, this day 
have I begotten thee.” He was so des- 
ignated by the Father in the Second 
Psalm, as the One begotten in the vir- 
gin’s womb and as the first-begotten of 
the dead (Acts 13:33). As the dependent 
Man on earth, He trod the path of faith 
and could look up to God owning Him 
as His Father, to whom He was ever 
the obedient Son. 


Verse 6—“When he bringeth in the 
firstbegotten into the world [again].” 
This seems a better arrangement of the 
words here. The reference is to His 
secohd advent. When God the Father 
sends Him back to this world, He will 
call upon all angels to worship Him. 
This clearly attests His deity, for God 
only is to be worshiped. Angels rec- 
ognize their Creator in Jesus and bow 
in adoration before Him. 


Verse 7—“Who maketh his angels 
spirits, and his ministers a flame of fire.” 
Angels are pure spirit-beings, as ethereal 
as the fiery flame, but intelligent, never- 
theless, They delight to do the bidding 
of Him who has brought them into being. 

Verse 8—“Unto the Son he saith, Thy 
throne, O God, is for ever and ever.” It 
is the Father who is addressing the Son 
and owns Him as eternally One with 
Himself in reigning over the universe. 
Here, as elsewhere in Scripture, we hear 
one person of the Holy Trinity address- 
ing another—yet both alike God over 
all blessed forever. The quotation is 
from Psalm 45:6. 


Verse 9.—“God,...thy God, hath 
anointed thee with the oil of gladness 
above thy fellows.” In the seventh verse 
of the same Psalm, here also quoted, it 
is His manhood that is in view. He who 
is God became Man without ceasing to. 
be God, and as Man He has companions. 
But He must ever be supreme; His the 
special anointing that marks Him out as 
the sinless Christ (anointed) of God. 


Rom. 10:4.—“Christ is the end of the 
law for righteousness to every.one that 
believeth.” He has met all the claims of 
the violated law and is Himself the One 
typified in all its sacrifices. He is thus 
the end, in the sense of being the ful- 
fillment, of the law. This is realized 
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only by believers. When we trust in 
Him we have a right to sing, 

Free from the law, oh, happy condition ! 
Jesus hath bled, and there is remission; 
Cursed by the law and bruised by the Fall, 

Grace hath redeemed us once for all. 
Every righteous claim of God’s throne 
has been met, and the believer is thence- 
forth not under law, but under grace, 
and as he walks in the Spirit the right- 
eousness of the law is fulfilled in him 
(Rom. 8:4). 


Verse 5.—“The righteousness ... of 
the law, the man which doeth those 
things shall live by them.” The law pro- 
posed a certain manner of life to those 
with whom the legal covenant was made, 
and promised life to those who walked 
in obedience to it. This was a testing 
of man in order to demonstrate his 
utterly lost and sinful condition. No 
man ever met its claims until the Man 
Christ Jesus came and fulfilled its every 
demand. 


Verse 6.—“The righteousness which is 
of faith” is not a meritorious righteous- 
ness at all. It is not something required 
of man, but something offered freely to 
him — it is the righteousness which God 
has provided for those who have none 
of their own. It is not necessary to 
climb to Heaven to attain it. Christ has 
brought it down to earth. 


Verse 7.—“Who shall descend into the 
deep?” Neither is it necessary to go 
down into the grave searching for it. 
Christ, who died for our sins, has been 
raised from the dead, and He Himself 
is our righteousness, received by faith. 
Verses 6 and 7 are largely quoted from 
Deuteronomy 30:12, 13, where Moses was 
looking on in faith to the coming of the 
Saviour — He who has now appeared to 
put away sin by the sacrifice of Himself 
(Heb. 9:26). 

Verse 8.—“The word is nigh thee, ... 
the word of faith.” He continues quot- 
ing from Deuteronomy (30:14), but now 
applies the passage to the Word of the 
Gospel, which has been brought so near 
to needy men, 

Verse 9.—“Confess with thy mouth .. . 
and shalt believe in thine heart.” Notice 
that in this verse we begin with uncer- 
tainty —if, and end with glorious assur- 
ance — saved. There are three shalts in 
between. First, if thou shalt confess 
Jesus as Lord. Second, if thou shalt 
believe truly (for that is what it is to 
believe in the heart). Third, thou shalt 
be saved. This is the Gospel message 
epitomized. 

Verse 10.—“With the heart mar be- 
lieveth.” There is no other genuine faith 
than belief in the heart. We do not be- 
lieve at all if we do not believe in the 
heart. So believing, “confession is made 
unto salvation.” 


The Heart of the Lesson 

The Gospel presents a living Christ as 
the only Saviour for needy sinners. 
When we realize that in ourselves we 
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are utterly lost and can do nothing to 
merit the divine favor, what a relief it 
is to heart and mind, and what a solace 
to a wounded conscience to see that He 
has settled everything for us and now 
all that is required is to trust Him and 
confess Him as Saviour and Lord. This 
delivers from all legality, and leads into 
the liberty of grace.

The Bishop’s Reason Why.—His Son 
. . . by whom also he made the worlds 
(Heb. 1:2). “The same was in the be- 
ginning with God. All things were made 
by him; and without him was not any 
thing made that was made” (John 1:2, 
3). “If the Lord Jesus made this world, 
why didn’t he do a better job of it? 
Why didn’t he make good health ketchin’ 
instead of disease?” That is an old athe- 
ist question. And the answer is simple 
enough: He did make good health catch- 
ing. 

Some years ago in a Lenten address in 
Philadelphia I heard the late Bishop 
Cook of Delaware explain why God did 
not start the world with all fertile fields 
and modern discoveries. 

Bishop Cook, said the greatest fascinat- 
ing and consuming joy in life was that 
of creation and discovery. God wanted 
men to have it, so He left great things 
for His creative man to create and dis- 
cover. 

I thought right away of the poet starv- 
ing in his garret as he produced his 
immortal verses. Of Grav, working for 
years to perfect his “Elegy Written in 
a Country Churchyard.” Of Barye, the 
sculptor, going hungry as he made his 
bronzes, any one of which will cost more 
than its weight in gold. Of Corot paint- 
ing picture after picture no one would 
buy. Of Edison going without food or 
sleep to make his inventions. Of Byrd 
braving death in the Antarctic. You go 
on in the catalogue. 
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I have just enjoyed some delicious 
honeydew melons. They have «xtenciled 
on them in black letters “Boulder Dam.” 
With the water from this great dam 
the Great American Desert has been 
turned into a great, rich garden. 

Then there is insulin, radium, vaccine, 
toxoid, sulfanilimide, and many others 
that have conquered disease, 

The early novelists had to write their 
volumes painfully by hand. It was: the 
joy of creating his characters that kept 
Dickens on the job until. death.

“thank you’’ letters was so reveal- 
ing of the tragic phychology into 
which some of these suffering Jews 
are being driven that we think you 
will want to read at least a few 
sentences. 








“To make clear my appre- 
ciation concerning the gift, I 
want to describe in short, a few 
words,—my Christmas. When 
Christmas vacation began, the 
students of my school apart 
themselves, many went home, 
others went to friends, also the 
poor Russian boys have friends 
where to go, and to spend their 
vacation time in happiness; and 
the Jewish. .. . This made me 
think . . . how is about the 
Jewish? Having no family, no 
friends. So that I have not 
to expect of somebody any 
friendly word, because nobody 
cares about Jews, or maybe 
Christmas doesn’t belong to me. 
However, I have to spend my 
time during Christmas vacation 
in loneliness. And when I 
opened your letter. ... And 
of course I changed my mind 
on good.”’ 








“Nobody cares about Jews!” But 
the dear boy found that he was 
wrong, and so he says, ‘‘I changed 
my mind on good!”’ Somebody did 
care.

Has any man ever kept God’s 
whole law? A newspaper reporter an- 
nounces a modest claimant to this. The 
Philadelphia Public Ledger some time 


‘ago contained a news dispatch from a 


Western city reading, in part, as follows: 
“The. ‘perfect man’ has been found. ... 
He was testifying as witness in disbar- 
ment proceedings. .. . ‘I neither smoke, 
chew, drink, nor swear,’ testified. 
‘I never have broken a moral law or a 
law of God.’ . . . ‘You admit, then, that 
you are a perfect man?’ asked the de- 
fense counsel. ‘I do,’ answered ‘ 
- ‘as nearly perfect as a man can be.’” 
A newspaper item like this is amusing, 
as it is intended to be. But it goes 
deeper -than that. Doubtless there are 
others who actually believe they have 
kept. the law of God. Of course, when 
this man admitted that he was only “as 
nearly perfect as a man can be,” he ad- 
mitted that he was a lost soul. For not 
“near perfection” but absolute perfec- 
tion is the only standard that can sat- 
isfy the righteous requirements of a 
righteous and holy God.

one of God’s laws than to break all the 
civil laws put together. The penalty 
for breaking civil law varies all the way 
from a small fine for small offenses,-up 
to the death penalty for murder and 
arson. One might be a moderate law- 
breaker and escape with a light sentence. 
But it is quite different with God’s laws, 
The Word. of God tells us that if we 
break one of those laws we are guilty 
of all (Jas. 2:10). And the penalty is 
death. Not simply a mortal death; but 
eternal death. If we give this-matter 
serious consideration (and why shouldn’t 
we?), it is an appalling thing to bréak 
God’s law. And the tragic fact is we 
have already done it! It would be hope- 
lessly tragic if God had not provided 
a way for us to escape the penalty. 


Which leads us right up to the front 
door of this wonderful lesson, where is 
the gracjous sign of, “Welcome: Come 
in.” I am a guilty sinner, but Jésus 
Christ has paid the penalty. “The wages 
of sin is death; but the gift of God is 
eternal life through Jesus Christ our 
Lord” (Rom, 6:23). 


“For all have sinned, and come short 
of the glory of God” (Rom, 3:23). “But 
God commendeth his love toward us, in 
that, while we were yet sinners, Christ 
died for us” (Rom. 5:8). “For Christ 
is the end of the law for righteousness 
to every one that believeth” (Rom. 10:4). 


When a transgressor is being tried in 
the civil courts there is a long-drawn- 
out process, testimony of witnesses, 
pleadings of lawyers, stern interruptions 
of the judge; there is suspense and 
anxiety and fear; there is heavy expense, 
weeping of relatives, all life’s plans up- 
set, confusion and uncertainty, while a 
somber-faced jury sits making up ‘its 
mind whether to find the accused guilty 
or innocent. But it is not that way for 
a poor guilty sinner before God. ‘The 
matter can be instantly and gloriously 
settled in the simplest possible way. 
Jesus Christ stands by, having taken the 
sinner’s place and paid the full penalty 
for his guilt (1 Pet. 2:24). The only 
thing to be decided is, Will the sinner 
accept the gift of freedom? Yes, or 
no? There is no need for delay or : 
ous processes. The pardon is sealed and 
signed and ready to be placed in the 
sinner’s hands. “The word is nigh thee, 
even in thy mouth, and in thy heart: 
that is, the word of faith. . That if 
thou shalt confess with thy mouth the 
Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in thiné 
heart that God hath raised him from the 
dead, thou shalt be saved. For with the 
heart man believeth unto righteousness; 
and with the mouth confession is madé 
unto salvation” (Rom. 10:8-10). “Verily, 
verily, I say unto you,” says Jesus Christ, 
“He that heareth my word, and believeth 
on him that sent me, hath everlasting 
life, and shall not come into condemna- 
tion; but is passed from death unto life” 
(John 5:24).

OUGH whom did God speak when 

‘He gave His people the Ten Com- 
mandments, which were part of the Law? 
Did the people keep the Law perfectly? 
(Refer to the incident of the golden 


‘calf.) Could Moses save the people when 


they broke the Law? (Read to the class 
Exodus 32:30-33, and explain Moses’ of- 
fer to. giye his own life for the people 


_ who had sinned.) No man—not even a 


man whom God had honored, like Moses 
—could make up for another person’s 
sin, Yet God did forgive them, and Moses 
continued to be God’s speaker to them. 

God told Moses of another speaker He 


would send to His people. (Read Deut.’ 


18:17a-19.) Many years later that speaker 
came: It was God’s own Son—thé One 
who was to receive all things, to rule 
as’an everlasting King, the One through 
whom God made all creation, the One 
who was the brightness of God’s glory 
and His exact image, the One who by 
His power kept all things running in this 
great universe. (Make a poster entitled 
“God’s Son,” or use the blackboard. At 
the left top fasten a square of gold paper 
representing the glory of His heavenly 
state, or with bright yellow crayon color 
a cloud of glory.) But this Son of God 
left His heavenly glory (draw an arrow 
downward), and was born as a tiny, help- 


‘less baby in the stable shed at Bethle- 


hem’ (attach a picture of the manger 
scene at the tip of the arrow). (Attach 
of sketch a cross at lower center.) Of 
what does this remind us? That God’s 
Son died to take away sin. (At lower 
right attach or draw a picture of the 
tomb with the stone beside the open 
door.) What became of God’s Son? He 
did not stay dead but became alive, leav- 
ing His grave empty. Back to Heaven 
He went (draw an arrow upward, and 
attach or draw a representation of 
heavenly glory as before.) Now He sits 
at the right hand of God in Heaven. 
“Wouldn’t you like to find the place 
in the Bible where it tells us about this 
wonderful second Moses? Hebrews 1: 
1-3. We will use only the word “God,” 
in verse 1, and then read verses 2 and 
3. Would it not be most important to 
pay attention to what “God... hath in 
these last days spoken unto us by his 
Son”? Find these things He spoke: 


Matthew 5:17, 19; Mark 12:29-31; John 
13:34. We have also studied some things 
the Lord spoke, along with what Moses 
spoke, during our lessons on the Ten 
Commandments. In our coming lessons 
we shall learn more about His life here 
on earth, and we shall want to listen — 
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oh, so carefully —to what He says. Each 
Sunday we can place here (on the black- 
board or poster) some one thing He said.

God sent His Son to reconcile us to’ 


God. Christ would never have left His 
Home to come and take part in human 
experiences had it not been for our un- 
righteousness. He who “loved righteous- 
ness, and hated iniquity” could not bear 
to leave us to ourselves. He wanted to 
make us fit to become eternal compan- 
ions of His, and to take part in the ex- 
periences of Heaven. Romans 5:4-10 
tells what we are like after Christ has 
justified us and made us right in God’s 
sight. But what were we like before 
that? What is everyone like who has 
not received the peace of God? From 
the changes mentioned in the text, and 
from our own knowledge of human 
nature, we realize that we were impa- 
tient, inexperienced in things of God, 
hopeless, unrighteous, weak in character, 
and enemies of God. We did need a 
change, didn’t we?

God sent His Son to make us joint 
heirs with Christ. Did you ever hear 
of a poor heir? Perhaps you have. It 
could be possible that someone with very 
little would leave that little to an heir, 
but usually we think of heirs as rich. 
God’s heirs are rich, not in material 
things, although even this is sometimes 
true, but in spiritual things (2,Cor. 6:10; 
Rom. 9:23; Eph. 1:7; 2:7; 3:8; Phil. 4:19; 
Col. 1:27). 
are rich. Are you enjoying your wealth? 

What is this inheritance in Christ? 
Since you are a joint heir of Christ’s, 
what share in His inheritance will you 
receive? Will you receive some of the 
same honors that Christ Himself enjoys? 
God becomes your Father, as He is the 
Father of Christ, and you have the priv- 
ilege of going to Him as a child (Rom. 
8:16, 17). Angels never worship any of 
us, but they do rejoice over us when 
we come into God’s family (Luke 15:7); 
and they love to minister unto us (Psa. 
34:7). 
(Matt. 19:29), and a permanent place in 
God’s Kingdom (Matt. 25:34), as co- 
rulers with God’s Son (2 Tim, 2:12). But 
one of the grandest things we inherit, 
and one that has immediate application, 


is the privilege of claiming God’s prom-~ 


ises (Heb. 6:12). As His children we 
can put our confidence in every promise 
that our Father has given, knowing that 
His Word cannot be broken. Name other 
heritages of the Christian. Have we 
omitted anything from this list? Look 
at Revelation 21:7.

Why should we ever go 
slinking along as though we were poor 
and needy? Let us hold up our heads 
and walk erect. We are heirs of the 
King of kings (Gal.

HE topic for this prayer meeting that 
precedes Christmas Day is chosen 
from Christina Rosetti’s well-known 
quatrain: 
Love came down at Christmas, 
Love all lovely, Love Divine; 
Love was born at Christmas, 
Star and Angels gave the sign. 

To many of us, these lines will recall 
that older hymn of Charles Wesley’s, the 
first stanza. of which reads: 

Love divine, all loves excelling, 

Joy of Heaven, to earth come down; 
Fix in us thy humble dwelling, 

All thy faithful mercies crown: 
Jesus, Thou art all compassion, 

Pure, unbounded love Thou art; 
Visit us with Thy salvation, 

Enter every trembling heart. 

Running all through God’s Word is 
the dominant note that the coming of 
the Lord Jesus in human form was the 
outshining of God’s love. It was the 
very essence of love, as John reminds, 
“Herein is love, not that we loved God, 
but that he loved us, and sent his Son 
to be the propitiation for our sins” (1 
John 4:10). , 
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However, we might not have known 
or realized that God loved us had not 
the Lord Jesus come in human form. 
“In this was manifested the love of God 
toward us, because that God sent his 
only begotten Son into the world, that 
we might live through him” (1 John 
4:9). His coming was the visible mani- 
festation, or making known, or revela- 
tion of the love of God.

God’s gift of the Lord Jesus is also 
the measure of His love. In John 3:16 
we read, “For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten Son.” 
No human standard can measure the 
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love of the infinite Father. Only in the 
gift of the most precious thing that He 
had can His love be measured. Thus, 
and only thus, may our finite minds 
grasp the infinite. Thus alone can we 
know the unknowable, that love of 
Christ that passeth all understanding 
(Eph. 3:19).

The love that came down at Christ- 
mas is a saving love. “This is a faith- 
ful saying, and worthy of all accepta- 
tion, that Christ Jesus came into the 
world to save sinners” (1 Tim. 1:15). 
Our hearts could be stirred by the com- 
passionate love, or inspired by an unself- 
ish love, or amazed at an all-inclusive 
love. But only a saving love could lift 
us out of the miry clay and set our feet 
upon a rock and cause us to walk in 
triumph. We shall have missed the 
greatest truth of all at Christmas time 
if we fail to understand that the love 
of the Lord Jesus is a saving love, and 
the only hope for a rebellious, deluded, 
and sin-sick world.

The love that came down at Christ- 
mas is an energizing love. It redeems 
and cleanses, and it also enables. “We 
love him, because he first loved us” (1 
John 4:19). It is folly for us to talk 
about love for our fellow men until the 
energizing love of the Lord Jesus has 
cleansed and filled our hearts. But 
when we have opened our hearts to His 
love, then, and. only then, can we, or 
will we, love our fellow men.

The Guardianship of God

Woe to the man who has no sense of 
fear whatever! But fear, like fire, 
though a good servant, is a bad master. 
And some people live in constant bond- 
age to phantoms of their imagination, 
always imagining this or that evil as im- 
minent. They remind us of the colored 
woman who confessed that before she 
married she was always worrying what 
she would do if she were left a widow 
with a lot of children she never had! 

We should not dread the unknown 
future. To do so is dishonoring to God, 
because it is distrustful of Him. Let us 
believe in the’ loving guardianship of 
God; and trust Him, fearing not. 

Then, too, those who rest in the keep- 
ing power of God will be scornful of 
superstitious fear and practices. There 
are many people more or less tied to 
old superstitions of pagan origin. Re- 
gard for “lucky” and “unlucky” numbers, 
wearing charms, resorting to fortune 
tellers, and trusting to mascots, — all 
such things belong to pagan superstition, 
arid Christians should leave them to the 
héathen-with whom they originate. They 
should have nd place in the life of God’s 
ehild- -“The Lord shall preserve thee 
from all evil: he shall preserve thy soul.” 
That is enough. 

Not only shall we be kept from fear- 
ing ‘imaginary evil, but from fear amid 
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the real perils of life as they come. We 
shall be kept by confiding in the keep- 
ing power of the Lord. An emissary of 
the Pope, sent to browbeat and frighten 
Luther into submission, pictured vividly 
to the reformer the pomp and power of 
the forces he was challenging. “Where 
will you be then, little monk,” asked the 
messenger, “in the face of these?” “Then, 
as now,” said Luther, “in the hands of 
Almighty God.” So faith triumphed 
over fear when real peril was nigh. 

Some time ago a book was published 
entitled, “Prisoner of War 31163.” It 
was the war journal of a Syrian who 
served in the First World War. Its pur- 
pose was just to show “how a man of 
simple faith in God is protected and 
sustained through the most difficult days 
of his life.” He tells us “how an Unseen 
Hand guided his life on the field of battle 
and that in all that happened to him 
there was a divine purpose.” 

Many another Christian can look back 
and give the same testimony. And in 
regard to those matters that yet remain 
enigmas, the time will come, if not here, 
then in Heaven, when we shall see that 
a divine hand guided our lives in all 
our fields of battle, and that all that 
happened to us was under a divine pur- 
pose and control. 

“With mercy and with judgment 
My web of time He wove, 

And aye the dews of sorrow 
Were lustred by His love. 

I'll bless the hand that guided, 

Tll bless the heart that planned, 

When throned where glory dwelleth 

In Immanuel’s land.” 


Such will be the song that God’s pil- 
grims will eventually be able to sing 
as they look back’ and see how wonder- 
fully the Lord was their Keeper, pre- 
serving their going out and their com- 
ing in with unfailing faithfulness.

Shepard intimately, is divided into three 
parts. The first deals with Mrs. Shepard's 
father, Jay Gould, especially his origin 
and youth, and pictures the well-known 
financier from the viewpoint of his fam- 
ily rather than from the generally ac- 
cepted one of the outside world, thus 
providing a background for his equally 
famous daughter. The second part con- 
tinues personal reminiscences of both, and 
of other members of the Gould family, 
bringing the narrative up to Mr. Gould’s 


death in 1892. From then on the volume’ 
is exclusively concerned with Helen. 


Gould, afterward Mrs. Finley J. Shep- 
ard, and many readers would like this 
third section to have been amplified at 
the expense of the former.ones. The 
narrative is of special interest to all 


those for whom, through friendship and- 


association, the scenes which form its 
background hold happy memories of so 
beloved a woman. 

The wide sweep of Mrs. Shepard’s in- 
terests, her philanthropies, and her en- 


thusiasms is abundantly indicated, al-’ 


though the Christian reader will do well 
to recognize that much more might have 
been truly said regarding Mrs, Shepard’s 
religious life. Given strong impetus by 
the Billy Sunday New York campaign, 
in the continuation work of which she 
was most active, her spiritual experi- 
ence was as real and definite as that of 
any other true believer in the Lord Jesus 


Christ. , At Bible conferences she seemed- 


completely at home, so great was her 
interest in the study of the Word which, 
in spite of her immense material wealth, 
was her most precious possession. As 
Mrs. Snow points out, the dissemination 
of it was one of Mrs. Shepard’s greatest 
joys, and added to this were her deep 
love of “people” and her intense desire 
that all should come to know her Sav- 
iour. 

The American Tract Society, in its 
“Resolutions in Memory of Mrs. Finley 
J. Shepard,” adopted at its Annual Meet- 
ing in 1939, declared: “We can speak 
thus confidently because of the faith of 
Helen Gould, and the assured promises 
of God’s Holy Word in which she be~- 
lieved and trusted, in the faith cof which: 
she was baptized, in the wisdom of which 
she was taught, and in the love of which 
she died.” 


All-Age Bible Quizzes. By Frederick 
Hall. (W. A. Wilde Co., Boston, $1.) 
As suggested by the title, here are Bible 
quizzes suitable for every age, in the 
home or the school. The first section, 
“What Happened Next?” is made up of 
brief Bible stories suitable to, be read 
to a child at bedtime. But suddenly 
they stop, and the child is supposed to 
finish in his own words; or Mother may 
turn to the back of the book and learn 
the rest and also where in the Bible -it 
is found. Another section for older chil- 
dren is “Retold Bible Stories,” to each of 
which there is a brief questionnaire 
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Lesson for December 19 


about names and places. Then there are 
various kinds of quizzes, and true-or- 
false tests, which will challenge young 
people or older Bible students. The 
book is both entertaining and educa- 
tional, a useful handbook for those who 
plan games and activities for Bible 
classes and young people’s groups. 


The Secretary’s Desk Book. By Thomas 
Kite Brown, Jr., Ph.D. (John C. Winston 
Co., Philadelphia, $2.64.) The Introduc- 
tion to this well-bound and attractively 
printed book is a message to secretaries, 
written with sympathetic insight into the 
problems of both secretary and em- 
ployer. But the book’s great purpose to 
give needed information is abundantly 
carried out. 

Long enough to be complete, yet brief 
and simple enough to be quickly and 
conveniently used are the chapters on 
capitalization, punctuation, and gram- 
mar. An interesting chapter—some 
fifty-six pages, sure to be popular with 
any careful writer or speaker, —is “Dic- 
tion and Idiom,” which includes lists of 
words frequently mispronounced, and 
also the meanings of foreign words and 
phrases. A chapter on spelling includes 
proper names and geographic names that 
are frequently misspelled. There is a 
valuable and unusual section dealing 
with the compounding and division of 
words. A chapter on abbreviations in- 
cludes “Academic Degrees” and a very 
modern section listing at least a number 
of. the Federal Government alphabet 
combinations, also military and railroad 
abbreviations. The proper use of italics 
and the writing of numbers will settle 
some questions that come up in every 
office, There are sections on preparing 
manuscripts and proofreading, on plan- 
ning itineraries and securing passports; 
“Letters: Their Composition and Tone,” 
in which are models of many different 
types of business letters,—what to do 
and what to avoid. There are instruc- 
tions on telegraph, cable, and radio mes- 
sages, reports, briefs, legal forms, and a 
chapter on parliamentary procedure. 

All of the special features are well in- 
dexed. ‘Then follows a full Winston Dic- 
tionary, and other supplementary fea- 
tures, such as “How Our Language Has 
Grown,” mythological names, persons 
and places, business terms, and so on. 
The book contains more than nine hun- 
dred pages, yet is not cumbersome in 
size. It will become a more and more 
treasured possession as its usefulness is 
demonstrated. 


The Alcohol Question. By Norma C. 
Brown. (Standard Publishing Co., Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, cloth, $1.25; paper, 75 
cents.) The purpose of this book is to 


inspire a serious study of the Alcohol 
Problem with a resulting concern for its 
solution. It is designed to be used pri- 
marily as a textbook for study in church 
schools, temperance societies, and other 
groups interested in the highest welfare 
of the race. 


It contains twelve chap- 
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ters under three general headings: (1) 
The Problem Analyzed, (2) Attempted 
Solutions, (3) The Road Ahead. The 
treatment is scholarly, practical, and in- 
spiring. Miss Brown prefaces her book 
with a reminder, “Jesus came to give us 
life more abundantly,” and she concludes 
her volume of 111 pages with a challenge 
to the Christian Church to send forth 
the truth which will set men free from 
sin. Every minister would, profit from 
having this volume in his library. 


The Christ We Know. By Lars P. Qual- 
ben. (Thornas Nelson Sons, 385 Madison 
Ave., New York City, $2.) The author 
has presented a portrayal of Christ 
through John’s perspective, and with his 
purpose, “that ye may believe that Jesus 
is the Christ, the Son of God; and that 
believing ye may have life in His name” 
(John 20:30, 31). The reader gains a 
lasting acquaintance with Christ, what 
He is, and how He was received, through 
the windows of John 1:1-18. Christ is 
seen as the Eternal; He was before crea- 
tion and before time itself began. He is 
viewed as the Word, as a distinct person 
in the Godhead. He is God, Creation, 
Life, and Light. The Light now as then 
is still shining, but it is not received by 
all; Christ was opposed, rejected, and 
received. There is a glimpse of John the 
Baptist as the forerunner of Christ and
